To be known as R-l modified 
zoning, the new lot size is 
compromise between R-l (15,000 
square-foot minimum) 
and R-2 
(7,000 square feet). 
The new classification was pro­ 
posed after James Hild, spokes 
man for James Bradley, Town­ 
ship land tract owner, previously 
asked the supervisors to permit 
the developers he represented to 
rezone the Bradley tract from 
R-l to R-2 zoning. Hild presented 
a plan for some 250 homes on 
the 70-acre Bradley tract. The 
supervisors refused the R-2 zon­ 
ing, but now appear prepared 
to approve the modified R-l plan. 
This will permit 204 homes in 
the $17,000 price bracket to be 
built on the tract, according to 
Hild. 
The plan includes an outlay of 
$35,000 by the developers for a 
pumping station and some of the 
land being set aside for town­ 
ship park uses. 
Hild asked that a 70-foot front­ 
age be permitted. As advertised 
however, the zoning will evidently 
require an 80-foot frontage for 
the homes. 
Water and sewage facilities are 
included 
in Hild’s development 
plans.
